In tune with the environmental times, autoists in 
yerside soon will be given an opportunity to demon- 
ate their desire to lessen the community’s smog 
problem. at no real sacrifices to themselves. 

_ The opportunity involves the use of compressed 
‘Ratural gas as fuel for their cars. The gas is almost 
otally non-polluting. It will, according to plans now 
being worked out between Pacifie Lighting Co. and 
‘Union Oil Co., be available at two new Union stations 
equipped to sell both the natural gas and regular 
gasoline. 


Pacific Lighting. the big natural gas distributor for 
Southern California, will Pie ree conversion kits 
through its subsidiary, Dual Fuel Systems. As planned, 
Union will buy the gas from another Pacific Lighting 
subsidiary, Southern California Gas Co. The kits will 
permit use of either gas or gasoline in a car. 

Substantial benefits are offered motorists by the 
gas propulsion system, despite the approximate $300 
cost of the conversion kits, The greatest, of course, is 
cleaner air, which Riverside needs. Natural gas is clean 
burning and should reduce auto pollution 90 percent. 

Other benefits are reduced costs, despite the orig- 
- inal investment. When used as a motor. vehicle fuel, 

natural gas is exempt. from tax, reducing the cost to 

about 20 cents per 100 cubic feet, the equivalent of a 

gallon. Maintenance costs also will be reduced, since 
* spark plugs will not have to be changed and oil will 
require replacement only once a year, according to 
Pacific Lighting. 

There are, of course, some disadvantages, although 

_., they are fairly negligible for the average driver. Fuel 

tank mileage range is reduced to about 100 miles, and 
‘there is some power loss at higher speeds. Also the 
‘tanks take up space in the luggage compartment. 

The expected gains, especially environmental, from 
the Pacific Lighting-Union Oil plan, seem eminently 
worth the try. The Riverside experiment will be 
~ watched very hopefully.
